they are now able to compete successfully 
with the finest of Spanish fruit. Already 
some of the present season’s crop is in the 
market, ami presents r. handsome appear­ 
ance. Loose Muscatel is now packed bv 
machinery, which has enabled the packers 
to compete with the low-priced manual 
labor of Spain. A well-known handler 
said this morning: 
“ I must acknowledge that this season’s 
California raisins are superior to the im­ 
ported Spanish fruit. The grape crop has 
been large and line. The raisins are better 
cured and I think will command nearly, 
ii not quiteñas high prices as the foreign 
product. Were it not for the interstate 
commerce law, which has increased the 
cost of transportation from twenty to thirty- 
live cents a box, the native fruit could be 
sold cheaper. It seems strange to me that 
the Government should thus impose a tax 
upon native prodncts. I am informed that 
over lOO.Ow boxes, or 2,000.000 pounds, of 
raisins are coming eastward from Califor­ 
nia. Of this quantity'about one tenth, or 
200,000 pounds, will reach New York. 1’art 
of this shipment has already* arrived, anil 
more will come next week. So fine is this 
fruit that it is bought up to a great extent 
before it reaches here. It is my opinion 
that the California raisin will soon drive 
the foreign out of the market, and will 
finally be exported to Europe.”

Such a scene of excitemen^has rarelv been 
seen in a New England town as that of 
yesterday. Ah Foo is a well-known laun- 
dryman, and has attracted much attention 
to himself by his protestations of Chris­ 
tianity, being a member of a Sunday- 
school and a favorite theme for religious 
speakers to enthuse over. He is charged 
with assaulting five young giils. An in­ 
vestigation by the parents of the children 
showed conclusively that the accusation 
against the Chinaman is not without foun­ 
dation. The children, examined separately, 
all told the same story. They said the 
Chinaman had given them something to 
drink and had assaulted them. 
The news leaked out and spread like 
wildfire, and a largeerowd gathered around 
the laundry* and dragged out the offender. 
The police rescued him and drove him in a 
wagon to police headquarters, where, after 
examination, there were discovered corrob­ 
orative proof of the girls’ statements. By 
this time it was necessary to call out the 
entire police force to keep the mob out oí 
the station, and when Foo was held in 
$5,000 bail he was taken out in disguise and 
sent to the jail. A large force of deputies 
were sworn in by the Sheriff and placed on 
guard inside the prison, while 5,000 people 
stood outside and clamored for the prison­ 
er's life.

of a century. The latest of these i- as bold 
and brutal as the earlier assaults, and the 
prospect of putting a stop to them is not at 
ail promising. 
The scattered and meager 
garrisons of troops of the Government are 
kept pretty busy watching and controlling 
th e Indian triiics, that, despite vigilance, 
im itate the w hite outlaws and indulge in 
frequent forays apon the settlements. 
it 
■would seem that the Federal Government 
owes to the people of Arizona and New 
Jlex 'cd and the traveling public, better 
poli; 
protection than they have liad, or 
it >w enjoy. 
It i» altogether a reproach, 
that such outrages as that rejorted yester­ 
day on the line of the railways, should be 
of such frequent occurrence. 
The force of 
soldiers ought to be augmented, the posts

THE 
CONGREGATIONALISM. 


S e c o n d D a y '* P r o c e e d in g s o f th e G e n e r a l 
A s s o c ia tio n —M issio n a r y M ee tin g s. 
After a half-hour's devotional exercises 
yesterday morning, conducted by Rev. R. 
H. Sink, the second day's proceedings of 
the Congregational Association convened 
at the Sixth-street Congregational Church 
in this city, with Rev. Dr. Benton, Mod­ 
erator, in the chair. Rev. C. 8. Vaile, of 
Martinez, was elected Assistant Moderator. 
The greater part of the forenoon was de­ 
voted to hearing reports of churches from 
all parts of the State. These were given 
by Registrars of local conferences, pastors 
and delegates, and showed in most in­ 
stances a prosperous condition. 
While 
some of the churches had not increased in 
membership during the year, the greater 
portion reported both increase in numbers 
and activity, and the general outlook was 
regarded very satisfactorily by the Associa­ 
tion. 
After further devotional exercises, con­ 
ducted by Revs. C. F. Clapp and Dr. Willey, 
the Association was adjourned, and a meet­ 
ing of the California Home Missionary So­ 
ciety was held. 


AFTERNOON SESSIOX. 
After a collation served by the ladles of 
the church in the church parlors, from 
12:30 to 2 o'clock, which also served as a 
social reunion of the delegates, the session 
was resumed. 
The afternoon service was opened by 
Rev. Dr. Willey upon the theme of foreign 
missions, in which he dwelt upon Califor­ 
nia as but recently “ foreign missionary 
lan d ” and now the outer point of depart­ 
ure for other missionary fields. 
Rev. Dr. Atkinson, superintendent of 
Portland, Oregon, branch of home mis­ 
sions in Oregon and W ashington Territory, 
made a highly interesting historical review 
of the work of civilizing and christianiz­ 
ing on this coast, dating back beyond the 
tim e of the cession of California to the 
United States. He claimed during his re­ 
marks that the possession of Oregon by the 
United States was the real fact that led to 
the Mexican W ar, and the acquisition of 
the Territories of California, Nevada, Utah, 
Arizona and New Mexico, and that the 
gold of California was the real basis of 
credit during the war of 1861-5, and hence 
saved the country. These facts were re­ 
ferred to as the results of the pioneer m is­ 
sionary work of W hitman and Spaulding, 
who crossed the continent in 1832, coming 
to Oregon Territory and holding it in the 
name of the United States until these later 
results followed. 
Rev. Joseph Rowell, of the Mariners’ 
Church, San l'rancisco, gave an interesting 
talk upon botue cultivation of the m is­ 
sionary spirit, to be exercised tty sys­ 
tematic giving for this object. 
Rev. George Morris spoke of his ten 
years’ experience on foreign missionary 
so il; of bis love for the work, and urged 
the earnest support of those in foreign 
lands by sympathetic co-operation. 
Rev. C. D. Barrows of San Francisco 
read mi essay upon “ How to conduct Sun­ 
day Schools.” The paper was able, elo­ 
quent and practical, and was approved 
with frequent applause. A discussion of 
the subject followed the essay, in which 
Rev. Mr. W illett, of Santa Cruz; J. M. 
Havens, Oakland, líev. O. G. May, of 
Sunol; Rev. ii. H. Wikoff, Sonoma; Prof. 
J. B. McChesney, Oakland; Rev. C. S. Vail, 
Martinez, and Rev. Dr. Benton took part. 
On motion the paper of Dr. Barrows was 
unanimously requested for publication, and 
it will probably be issued in some form so 
that it may be furnished the churches form­ 
ing the Association. 
Rev. Dr. Atkinson, of Oregon, was in­ 
vited to sit as a corresponding member of 
the Association. 
Reports of perm anent committees were 
then called for and Rev. C. S. Vail read the 
report of Rev. W. H . Cross, of Saratoga, 
Chairman of the Committee upon the 
Sunday School work of the State. The re­ 
port states that from partial returns from 
3-1 schools with 4,724 scholars, 104 have 
united with the churches during the past 
year, or 1 in 45 of attendance. F’rotu the 
school at Clayton 18 out of 62 scholars have 
united with the church the past year. 
The subject of the report was further dis­ 
cussed by Rev. A. B. Case, Superintendent 
of Sunday Schools under the Congrega­ 
tional Sunday School Publishing Society 
of Boston, Rev. Dr. McLean, Rev. W. H . 
Scudder, Rev. Dr. Mooar, Rev. Mr. Murphy 
and Mr. F. Rhoda. 
On motion, the reported was adopted. 
The report of the Statistical Committee, 
was presented by Rev. H. E. Jarrett and 
adopted. It makes the statistical year the 
civil year, and statistics are to be forwarded 
by churches as early as January 15th each 
Year, so as to secure uniform ity of collect­ 
ing this data throughout theU nited States. 
The Committee on Correspondence re­ 
portedly Rev. A. F. Hitchcock, as delegates 
to foreign bodies the following : To Pres­ 
byterian Synod of the Pacific, ltev. Dr. S. 
H. W illey; to Cumberland Presbyterian 
Synod, Rev. W. W. Scudder; to Califor­ 
nia M. FI. Conference, Rev. M. W illett; 
to the Baptist Convention, Rev. S. 1). B elt; 
to the General Association of Oregon, and 
W ashington Territory, Rev. C. D. Barrows, 
D. D .; to the Hawaiian Evangelical Asso­ 
ciation, Rev. E. G. Beckwith, D. D .; to the 
General Association of Southern California, 
Rev. J. T. McLean, D. D., líev. W. C. 
Pond, Rev. J. H. W arren, D. IX, Rev. Geo.

ROME MISSIONARY ANNIVERSARY. • 
The anniversary of the Home Missionary 
Society was held in the evening. Rev. Dr. 
S. H. Willey, President, presiding. There 
was a very large audience present. 
A 
selection of scripture was read by Rev. O. 
G. May, and prayer offered by Rev. W. W. 
Pringle. Original hymns, composed for 
the occasion by Miss Lucy M. Pay, and 
Rev. Dr. L. Stone, of San Franeisco, w ere 
sung by the choir and audience. 
Rev. J. H. Warren, 1). D., Superintend­ 
ent of the Society, read his report. It 
shows that during the past year nineteen 
churches were organized with 4U0 mem­ 
bership. 
Six missionary churches have 
become self-sustaining. 
Seventy - seven 
missionaries were employed, having charge 
of SO churches, 110 Sabbath-schoois and 60 
mission stations. There are now 50 mis­ 
sionaries employed in the State, Laving 
charge of 08 churches, 39 mission stations 
and 82 Sunday-schools. 
Nine churches 
have been built costing $22.000. and three 
costing $30,000 are being constructed. 
The denomination lias branched out into 
two complete General Associations and 
Missionary Districts. 
Rev. Dr. W arren 
Las charge of the Northern District com­ 
prising forty-five counties, and Rev. .¡. T. 
F’ord conducts the Southern Missionary 
District, which lias seven counties. The 
New York Society lias appropriated $19,000 
for home work in California the present 
year, to which will be added all that is 
raised by California churches for Home 
Mission work. 
Major-General 0 . O. Howard delivered a 
very abie and interesting address 011 the 
general subject of Home Missions, and 
was followed bv ltev. C. D. Barrows, who , 
is Chairman of ihe.I'inance Committee of ( 
the Society, and to whose efforts, in con­ 
nection with those of Rev. Dr. W arren, t tie 
financial success for the work during the 
past year, is largely due. Dr. Barrows’ 
address was eloquent and very effective. 
Both addresses were ciosely listened to and 
frequently applauded. 
The facls were stated by Dr. Barrows 
ihat during the past year the California 
Home Missionary Society raised and sent 
to the parent society in New York over 
$5,167, and now have in hand to send 
$2,300. Besides these amounts the churches, 
by not asking for aid. and raising their 
own support, saved $2,750. Making a total 
of $9,542, or almost the $10.000, which Dr. 
Barrows stated at the last anniversary, the 
church should strive to raise during the 
year. 
The service was closed by singing an 
original missionary hym n composed by 
Rev. Dr. Benton, in which the entire audi­ 
ence joined.

LOCAL 
BREVITIES. 


The overland was half an hour late last 
evening. 
A large quantity of hops are being sent 
from here to Milwaukee. 
Quite a large quantity of grain is being 
received at warehouses from Yolo. 
The filling of the slough on the north 
side of the depot is nearly finished. 
The steamer Dover came down from the 
upper Sacramento yesterday with a barge­ 
load of grain. 
It is reported that four of the San Joa­ 
quin Company’s steamers will be laid up 
for the winter. 
The average signal service temperature 
yesterday was 69°, being5° warmer than the 
normal for that day. The highest and lowest 
temperature was 82° and 56°, with brisk 
southerly winds and weather clear to cloudy 
and fair. 
The palace cars. Napa, Santa Barbara, 
San Lorenzo, and San Kataei, have been re­ 
painted, and are undergoing a thorough 
overhauling, and will be upon the road in 
about two weeks. A dozen or more pas­ 
senger coaches are also nearly completed. 
A very mysterious and rapidly fatal dis­ 
ease has broken out among John Keith- 
ley’s horses at Davisville. The disease at­ 
tacks the throat and bead, whicb speedily 
swell to twice their natural size, and in 
from ten to twelve hour3 the anim al is 
choked to death. 
Mr. Alberti, the special representative of 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean, who has been in 
this city and vicinity some days, is com­ 
pleting arrangements to give an extended 
and comprehensive article in that paper 
concerning the resources and great ad­ 
vantages of this section. He regards tBis 
portion of the State as possessing unlimited 
capabiiities, and sucli an article describing 
them, as he lies written from other sections 
oi the coast, will attract at the East inter­ 
ested attention from the numerous readers 
of that widely circulated journal. 


A G ootl S u g g e stio n . 
Frank A. Smith in speaking of the im­ 
provement of the plaza, makes the follow­ 
ing suggestions: 
Leave the cross-walks as 
they now are, and lay an artificial stone 
pavement on the south side between the 
row of eucalyptus trees where the old plank 
sidewalk was. The twenty feet south of 
this walk where the old hay market was, 
he would have inclosed witli granite curb­ 
ing and filled with rich soil. This could 
be sown to blue grass, set to flowers, and 
otherwise made attractive, 
but beyond 
and above all lie suggests that a couple of 
rows of citrus trees—oranges, limes and 
lemons, and a few olives—be set out. Those 
trees should be removed from nurseries by 
the boxing process, so as to get as old trees 
as possible. This, while it would beautify 
the Park, would be attractive to Eastern 
visitors, and nothing couid be more pleas­ 
ing to them than to see citrus fruits ripen­ 
ing upon our commons. There are many 
reasons why this is a good suggestion. In 
the first placj to move the walk to the ex­ 
treme south side would disarrange the 
diagonal walks through the Plaza, and the 
intersection crossings would have to be 
changed. As it is now, the fountain is in 
the center of the grounds, as bounded by 
the walks 
It would cost no more to take 
care ot this additional improvement than 
it now does, and it would give the gardener 
good exercise, whicb it appears he does not 
now get. Nothing could be more attractive 
than the grounds us suggested by Mr. 
Smith, and to carry out his ideas would 
cost the city less than the proposed changes.
